Ceaser plays despite

According to a press 
release from head football 
coach Pat Behrns, Ceaser 
was suspended for the first 
half of the game for 
“violating team training 
regulations.” 

Ceaser has been 
charged with a misdemeanor assault 
stemming from an alleged incident at 
University Village Aug. 23. 
According to police reports, a 19- 
year-old female UNO student has 
accused Ceaser of striking her and 
knocking her to the ground 
following an argument between the 
two. Ceaser, who reportedly did not 
know the woman, is set to appear in 
court Sept. 4.

information director, emphasized 
that the half-game suspension was 
not issued because of Ceaser’s 
alleged involvement in the assault. 
Any disciplinary measures regarding 
the alleged assault will be made after 
a court decision is made. 

“When that [the court case] is 
settled, there could be further 
discipline depending on the 
outcome,” Anderson said. @

Police issue 25 MIPs at 
alleged Pike party

Police issued 25 MIPs at a 
Aug. 29 party allegedly held by 
members of the UNO Pi Kappa 
Alpha fraternity chapter. 

The party, which according 
to police reports was held in a 
garage in a warehouse area near 
66th and Grover Streets, was 
interrupted by officers at 11:30 
p.m. Police, who estimated the 
crowd at more than 100, booked 
10 cases of beer into evidence and 
left six empty cases at the scene. 


Officers also ticketed 25 
individuals on suspicion of being 
minors in possession. 

Steve Sladek, president of 
the UNO chapter of Pi Kappa 
Alpha, declined to comment on 
the incident. ; 

The chapter will face a Greek 
judicial board Friday. The board, 
which is composed of elected 
members from the Greek system, 
will then decide upon possible 
sanctions against the chapter. 

Possible sanctions include 
fines, restriction of social events 
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and probation, suspension or 
expulsion of the chapter from 
UNO. 

However, the Pikes have not 


faced similar — disciplinary 
measures in several years —— an 
admirable length of time 


according to Barb Treadway, 
director of student organizations 
and leadership programs. 

“We just don’t have a lot of 
problems,” said Treadway.

‘Officials set to decide 
on possible dean’s list 
adjustment

Students hoping that requirements for making the 
dean’s list will be changed in order to reflect the new 
grading system will have to hold their breath — at least until 
Thursday. 

Current policy requires a GPA of 3.5 with no less than 
12 credit hours for dean’s list honorees. 

Under the old grading system, that meant a student with 


| a B-plus average would make the dean’s fist. 


But with minuses now a part of the grading scale, a 3.5 
is slightly higher than a B-plus. 
Derek Hodgson, UNO vice chancellor for academic 


| affairs, said a 3.5 falls somewhere between a B-plus and A- 


minus average. 
Many students and staff are now suggesting that the 
dean’s list requirement of a 3.5 be lowered to a 3.33, the 


| value assigned to a B-plus under the new grading scale. This 


would allow those with a B-plus average to be honored with 
an appointment to the dean’s list. 

University officials will decide on the matter Sept. 6 at 
the dean’s forum. 

If a final decision is not made at that meeting, students 
can expect the 3.5 GPA requirement to remain in effect for 
the fall semester. @

I like to consider myself 
somewhat of an amateur film scholar. I 
think I’ve got some credentials — I do 
work at Blockbuster Video, after all. I 
watch a lot of movies. And, more 
importantly, | pay attention. 

So when | was approached to 
write a piece listing the defining traits 
of movies made by Tim Burton, one of 
the neatest living filmmakers in the 
world, you can bet | jumped at the 
chance. 

Too often, people just assume that 
any film that is “weird” or uses stop- 
motion animation is a Burton work, 
which is not the case at all. (Case in 
point: Monkevbone, which featured 
surreal stop-motion animation, was 
NOT a Burton film, despite what most 
people thought.) 1 have become quite 
accustomed to pointing this out to the 
poor, ignorant fools who make such 
claims. There are actually several! 
distinct elements generally found in 
Burton's films. [fyou are ever in doubt 
ifthe film you are watching is a bona 


fide Burton creation, refer to) this 
handy little guide. 

Alienation: The theme of an 
alienated loner individual on the 


outskirts of society struggling to cope 
with everyday existence is a common 
one found in Burton’s films. Take, for 
example, Edward from Edward 
Scissorhands. Ie tries to get along 
with his suburban neighbors, but the 
fact that he has huge metal shears for 
hands doesn’t sit too well with those 
folks. Or look at Burton’s most recent 
work, Planet of the Alpes. Leo runs into 
some difficulties being a human, the 
minority, for one, and then the fact that 
he is not submissive to the apes steers 
him for trouble as well. But perhaps no 
other character exemplifies this theme

better than the famed Batman himself. 

Cast: If you pay attention, many 
of the same actors keep turning up in 
Burton’s films. Johnny Depp, Winona 
Ryder, Michael Keaton, Sarah Jessica 
Parker, Jeffrey Jones, Lisa Marie, 
Danny DeVito, Michael Gough, 
Christopher Walken and Jack 
Nicholson have all made multiple 
appearances. 

Comedy: Most of Burton’s films, 
despite the obvious comedies like 
Beetlejuice and Mars Attacks!, have 
something of a comical element to 
them. It’s usually a bit on the subtler 
side, such as Depp’s Ichabod Crane 
shrieking like a girl at the sight of a 
spider in Sleepy Hollow, something 
you might not get the first time around 
if you're not paying attention. 

Music: One of the smaller, less 
noticeable, but still interesting things 
is Burton’s tendency to throw a splash 
of kitschy music in here and there on 
occasion. Harry Belafonte’s songs 
make an appearance in Beetlejuice, 
and Tom Jones turns up in both 
Edward Scissorhands (‘With These 
Hands” —-get it? HANDS!) and Mars 
Attucks! Definitely different. 


Score: Speaking of music, one of 


When you become part of the Convergys 


the most telltale signs of a Burton film 
is the musical score, which is almost 
always done by Danny Elfman. To 
date, Elfman has scored every single 
full-length Burton work except Ed 
Wood. Keep in mind, though, that the 
two are not mutually exclusive. 
Elfman has also scored dozens of non- 
Burton films, so don’t assume just 
because you hear Elfman’s music you 
are watching a Burton film. 
Surrealism:  Burton’s films 
generally have a surreal look and feel 
to them. Stylistically, the visuals tend 
to transcend the time period in which 
the film was made. For example, 


Batman’ Gotham City looks like | 


something from the earlier decades of 
the 20th century but also includes 
modern appliances, and Edward 
Scissorhands’ suburban 
looks straight out of the Cold War era 
at first glance, but also incorporates 
modern items. And there seems to be a 
dreamy, fantastical quality about 
Burton’s films — they just look like 
Burton films. 

Of course, if all else fails, you 
can tell you’re watching a Burton 
film in one fail-safe way — read the

Steve Langan, poet and author of , will conduct a 
reading of his poetry as part of the Missouri Valley 
Reading Series on Sept. 5 at the Weber Fine Arts Building. 

During a recent interview with the Gateway, Langan 
spoke of just what his poetry means to him and what got 
him where he is today, plus his answer to the eternal 
question: Broccoli: Is the stalk or the tree part best? 


Gateway: Let’s start with a little bit about your 
background.

Mavs boot Bearcats back to Maryville

Junior Troy Severson lined up 
his 40-vard field goat attempt with 
21 seconds showing on the fourth- 
quarter clock. With the coolness of 
a seasoned vet, Severson nailed it 
through the north uprights (o give 
the No. § UNO Mavericks a 24-21 
victory over visiting No, 7 
Northwest Missouri State, 

The Thursday night opener was 
played before an estimated 11.700 
fans, the third highest attendance in 
school history, 

UNO opened the scoring late in 
the first quarter, Senior signal caller 
Seth Turman (lt of 19 for 186 
yards, 2 TDs) rolled to his right 
trom the seven-vard line, then 
tossed back to tight end Thadd 
Reeek. Reeek caught the pass on 
the three and waltzed in for the 
score, 

NWMSU_ tied the score two 
niinutes hitter on a 60-yard toss from 
John McMenamin to wide receiver 
Jamaica Rector, Rector broke open 
down the middle of the field and 
outran UNO's coverage. 

The Mav defense appeared 
shaken by the quick strike. NWMSU moved at will the second quarter, taking the lead 
ona Ryan Hackett plunge from the two-yard line. The Bearcats mounted another long 
attack just before half-time, but stalled deep in Mav territory. 

When the whistle blew, sending the teams to the locker rooms, official scorers had 
NWMSU amassing 311 total first-half yards. 

It would be different in the second half. 

Less than five minutes into the third quarter, Turman hit Ryan Krause with a 77- 
yard bomb to put the ball inside the Beareat red zone. James Johnson (18 carries for 146 
yards, | VD) rumbled the final three yards to tie the score. 

UNO regained the lead six seconds into the final frame when Turman hit his other 
tightend, junior Andy Damkroger, on a 12-yard pass at the back of the end zone, which 
put the Mavs up 21-14. 

NWMSU refused to roll over and die for the Maverick crowd. UNO’s fourth 
fumble of the game (three were recovered by the Bearcats) gave McMenamin 
the ball in good field position, with less than five minutes left in the game. He 
hit Adam Otte on a 25-yard toss to even the score, 

UNO vot the ball back with just 3:43 to go. 

Turman choreographed the complete drive, utilizing short passes to

Minnesota-Duluth’s Linda 
Kalweit scored in the 77th minute to 
put the Bulldogs back in the lead, but 
Kirby went from provider to scorer in 
the 83rd minute, firing home from 
junior Stephanie Kruse’s pass to tic 
the score at 2-2. Cathy Wallace, 
though, would break Maverick hearts 
with angoal in the final minute of play 
to give Minnesota-Duluth the 3-2 
victory. 

UNO outshot the Bulldogs 32-14 
in the loss and gamered six corner 
kicks to their none, but could not 
translate the statistical superiority to a win. 

After falling in their first match, UNO 
rebounded with a 3-1 win over Winona State, who 
was 4-0 going into the match. 

Kirby scored her second goal in as many 
matches in the eighth minute to open the scoring, 
converting on junior Katie Hobbs’ assist. Winona 
State, though, would answer in the 25th minute 
through Kristin Ruhsam. 

Hobbs opened her scoring account for the 
season in the 66th minute when she collected a 
loose ball at the edge of the Warrior penalty area

| deer. McKenna played for Creighton 
1 from 1977-1981. and led the team to a 
; Missouri Valley Conference Tithe, two 
MVC Tournament Titles and two trips to 
the NCAA Tournaments, and was named 
team Most Valuable Player both his junior 
and senior seasons, 

Pro basketball = followed — for 
McKenna. He was selected in the fourth 
round of the NBA draft by the Los 
Angeles Lakers and was a part of the 1982 
NBA Championship team. McKenna 
| spent time with the Indiana Pacers, New 
Jersey Nets and Washington Bullets 
before going into coaching. 

The Sioux Falls Skyforce of the CBA 
named McKenna head coach in 1990, 
until he was beckoned to Creighton by 
coach Dana Altman in 1994. Seven 
seasons later, he was named head coach at 
UNO. 

So what has his main objective been 
so far? 

“T established a summer workout 
routine, did a lot of recruiting, and tried to 
get everybody ready for the season,” 
McKenna said. 

McKenna has been doing some 
serious recruiting.

serve him well.” McKenna said. “Alvin 
understands the work ethic it takes to 
succeed.”

Gateway: Is there a particular, artistic 
goal you are trying to reach as a poet? 

Langan: Mmm, yeah, but it defies 
words, that goal. Whatever words you 
could attach to the idea of a complete, 
spiritual, intellectual, aesthetic 
transformation. That's what I would be 
after and that’s what I’m after as a reader. 
Very few times have I felt it, but I know I 
have and | know that it’s the best feeling 
out there. 

Gateway: Could you tell us a little 
about your new book, Freezing? How does 
it help you to reach your goal? 

Langan: Well, it’s a book in five 
parts.

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grind that’s social or political, just to try to 
represent emotional states and psychic 
states as best I can, and hopefully create 
something that has a variety of meanings 
and enough layers to keep someone like 
you interested. 

Gateway: OK, so what do you do 
when you're not writing poetry? 

Langan: I’m the director of MDA 
{Muscular Dystrophy Association] of

currently teach one class at Creighton 
University ... A World Lit. class, English
